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FATHERS FOR GODLY BENDING 


Being a Christian father takes time—time for 


“bending” through “linking,” and “leading.” A re- 
cent study revealed that the American father spends 


an average of 26 seconds a day in meaningful 
conversation with his children . . . 26 seconds! 

Bending, linking and leading are essential for the 
bringing up of our children in the “fear and admoni- 
tion of the Lord.” Our children are “bent” negatively 
in two ways. First, having the common ancestor in 
Adam they are “bent” toward evil in a general sense. 
“By one man [Adam] sin entered into the world” 
(Rom. 5:12a). Secondly, our children are also “bent” 
toward evil in a specific sense. The Scripture relates 
the fact that even the sins of great-grandparents are 
visited upon them. 


Be assured, however, that God has blessed us with 
the responsibility of countering the sin-bent syn- 
drome by bending the child toward God! Looking 
back over our lives, we discover that our children are 
usually hurt more by our failure to act in helping 
them by neglecting to set up guidelines (sins of 
omission on our part), than by our outright mistakes 
(sins of commission). 

In view of the father’s need to “bend the twig” of 
the child, I propose two positive actions which can be 
taken. First, we can link our children with the 
extended family of the church. In our society it is 


unusual to have many generations of a family livir 
together so that each generation can reap the benefits 
of the other. The church, however, can fill this voi 
In his book, “Building Up One Another,” Dr. Geng 
Getz reminds us that the young offer enthusiasm, 
old offer the wisdom of their years, and the mide 
aged offer a balance. Expose your children for their 
own good to older people. Some of my best learning 
experiences came while listening to seasoned men of 
God as they talked long into the night with my father

We can also help the positive “bent” of ov 
children through positive leadership. While drivin 
toward a major intersection, I noticed that the traffie 
light was out of order.

New Church 
Growth Explosion 

Northwest District Supervisor Roy 
Hicks reports that in the past five 
years 32 new churches have been 
established on this District with 17 
of this number pioneered within the 
last two years. He further states that 
the key to this growth can be 
accredited to the following factors: 
The present revival in the land: and 
the increase in the number of 
available workers who, in many 
Cases, are young couples 
answering the call to assume the 
leadership in these new works. 
Also, the increase in tithes received 
in Our Foursquare churches has 
made available added funds to 
assist in the opening of new works. 

As the number of large cities are 
limited in the Northwest area and 
we have established Foursquare 


rT 


churches in many of these cities, 
the majority of the new churches 
have been planted in small towns 
with populations from 5,000 to 
10,000. These new works are 
supported for three to six months 
from finances made available 
through the Home Missions Fund. 
As the church budget increases, 
support from the Home Missions 
Fund decreases. ‘‘Most of the 
churches become self-supporting 
within a period of six months to a 
year,’ reports Supervisor Hicks. 
Dr. Hicks further shares that at 
least 50 percent of the churches 
experience a quick growth from the 
onset. He also adds that the 
Charismatic revival is making the 
largest contribution to this growth 
as these believers, hungry for the 
Word of God, fit easily into the spirit 
which permeates these new works. 
This spirit, based on Acts, Chapter 
2, includes: A spirit of fellowship, 
worship and gladness; and, based 
on 11 Corinthians 4:13, a spirit of 
faith. Other factors contributing to 
this growth include: New converts 
who are won to the Lord through 
Home Bible Studies—the church 
going out into the community with 
the Good News; and many whose 
homes were on the verge of a 
breakup but who were won to the 
Lord and experienced a spiritual 
healing in their families. In small

Truckin’ Back to Jesus 


On Interstate 95 


Clarence Thompson was at the wheel of 
he long haul truck as it passed the 179 mile 
marker southbound on Interstate 95 in Dillon 
ounty, South Carolina. It was January 14, 
978, at 6:30 a.m. Clarence, however, had 
allen asleep while driving and was heading 
traight for the guardrails on the wrong side 
of the road. 

“God awakened me just before I was to 
rash,” recalls Clarence. “I opened my eyes, 
saw where | was headed and started to move 
he wheel, but it was too late. For what 
seemed like minutes I heard the sound of 
reaking glass, crashing metal, and won- 
Hered when I would hear no more. I had been 
way from God for 14 years and although He 
nad been speaking to me throughout the 
revious year regarding my spiritual condi- 
lion, I refused to heed His voice. In that 

oment I asked God to forgive me of my sins, 
because I knew I was going to die.” 

But God had a different plan for Clarence 
Thompson’s life. As anticipated, quietness 
Hid come as the truck came to a standstill. 
Clarence’s head was under 12 inches of 
ater, but as he lifted it up he realized that he 


was still alive. He was trapped in the truck, 
but experienced no pain. 

Later, Clarence was to learn that he had 
broken eight of his ribs, punctured both 
lungs, broken both shoulder blades and frac- 
tured his left collarbone in the crash. He was 
told that he would be in the hospital for 
about four weeks. However, Clarence be- 
lieved that God was going to mend him faster 
than the predicted time. God had saved his 
life, both physically and spiritually, and now 
he was ready to trust Him for a quick recov- 
ery, too. 

When the Gardiner, Maine Foursquare 
Church received word of Clarence’s acci- 
dent, its members began to pray. This was the 
church Clarence had attended before he had 
strayed from God. Originally accepting the 
Lord at the age of 11, Clarence attended 
church regularly. One year he participated in 


the National Youth Quizzing program and § 


was a member of the Eastern District team 
that reached the finals at the 1964 Interna- 
tional Convention in Los Angeles.

‘Inthe summer of 1978, a young man named 
Rick Leavenworth went on a backpacking 
trip and climbed up a 10,000 foot mountain in 
the High Sierras. It was a hard, upward 
ascent of one and a quarter miles along a 
steep and rocky trail. Are you impressed? 
Well, you should be because Rick is para- 
lyzed from the waist down. He “pushed” 
himself up that path in his wheelchair. How- 
ever, there were many places where his 
wheelchair couldn’t roll, such as loose sand, 
rocks and logs. So he got out of his chair and 
crawled up the trail on his hands, pulling his 
chair behind him. Five hours later, he made it 
to the top and fulfilled his dream of climbing 
a mountain. Rick testifies that God gave him 
the strength to do it. 

This is just one of thousands of success 
stories to come out of a ministry called 
ACAMPAR, an evangelical ministry with 
handicapped children and young adults. Its 
purpose is to share the love of Jesus Christ 
with handicapped kids through year-round 
camps and recreational activities. ACAM- 
PAR, the Spanish word for “to camp’, has 
made it possible for hundreds of young peo- 
ple like Rick to experience the beauty and 


enjoyment of outdoor camping for the first 
time.

ACAMPAR began in 1972 at Hope Chapel! 
Foursquare Church where I serve as Pastor. , 
Pat Hamman, a member of Hope Chapel, and! 
I were discussing the needs of the handi-- 
capped in terms of Christian evangelization. . 
Pat, a former high school football star who 
received his college degree in physical educa- - 
tion, had a promising career as an athletic: 
coach ahead of him. But the Lord had other:

The counselors must attend one of ACAM- 
PAR’s counselor training sessions. Obvious 
lifficulties such as wheelchairs, heavy and 
wkward braces, required supervision-as- 
istance, heavy medication schedules, com- 
unication barriers, etc. are explained and 
iiscussed at length. What to do and “how to” 
ffectively share Christ’s love with special 
ids is a major thrust of the training. 

It is also amazing to see the number of kids 
and families which have been touched by 
ACAMPAR’s ministry. Some of the stories 
are full of joy and inspiration such as Rick 
eavenworth’s, but there are other stories 
ontaining just as much joy and inspiration 
hich must be viewed with an understand- 
ng of God’s perfect will. 

Such is the case of ten year old Heather. 
She was born with spina bifida, a spinal cord 
njury that made it necessary for her to use 
rutches and braces in order to walk at all. 
nd she used a wheelchair when she got 
ired. Heather’s life held little happiness for 
her, and she saw no hope for her future. Then 
ast year ACAMPAR gave her the oppor- 
unity to go to summer camp. It was there 
that her life took on new meaning as she 
xperienced the love of Jesus Christ and 
earned that He loved her just the way she 
was. By the end of camp, Heather's life was 
full of hope, happiness, and the love of God.

And unfortunately, 
four out of five of these kids come from a 
broken home. But the saddest statistic of all is 


that over 80 percent of all families with a 


handicapped child have no church contact. 
Sunday is just like any other day of the week, 
whether they want it to be or not. All of these 
figures add up to one thing: The handicapped 
are, indeed, one of the most neglected ‘“‘mis- 
sion fields” in America today. 


And that’s what ACAMPAR is all about. Its 
goal is to lower those statistics as much as 
possible by reaching out with something val- 
uable in each hand. In one, the love of Jesus 
Christ and His plan for everyone’s life; In the 
other, something that these kids need almost 
as badly—some good old-fashioned fun and 
recreation. Together, these two ingredients 
produce some of the most beautiful smiles in 
the whole wide world.

homes for the aged, and the Canadian In- 
stitute of the Blind. In addition, church teams 
are assigned to hospital visitation, counsel- 
ing, and other outreaches as they minister 
“life” to the needy. Home Bible Studies, a 
flourishing ministry in the Christian commu- 
nity today, have also proven to be successful 
with many accepting Christ as Savior. Five 
different studies are conducted each week in 
various areas of the city. 

With a real burden for missions at home 
and abroad, the Saskatoon Church gives over 
and above its regular missionary offerings in 
financial support of five children in the 
Macau Foursquare Children’s Home in Hong 
Kong. 

Within the church can be found a very 
active schedule of women’s ministries, in- 
cluding a United Foursquare Women’s Chap- 
ter. The men of the church meet every week 
at 7:00 a.m. for a prayer breakfast. Workers 
with a vision faithfully plan, coordinate, and 
teach the living Truth in the Sunday School, 
Children’s Church, Cadet and Youth Pro- 
grams. In addition, on the last Friday of each 
month all ages gather together for “Family 
Night.” This is a special time of spiritual 
intake and fellowship for the entire family.

“During a recent trip to 
Los Angeles, | was asked to ex- 
amine several old documents 
written in Chinese, which had 
reference to the ministry of the 
International Church of the Four- 
square Gospel in China before 
1949,”’ states Reverend Ron 
Williams, missionary to Hong 
Kong. “Written on paper now yel- 
lowed with age, | found that 
these documents were related to 
properties in Shan Tung Prov- 
ince in Northern China. Copies 
were brought back to Hong Kong 
and time was spent in detailed 
translation of the agreements. 

“One of the documents per- 
tained to an agreement of pur- 
chase by a Christian, most 
probably a Foursquare church 
member at that time. Another 
document dated April 1, 1939, 
was from a nearby city and re- 
lated to the building of an Evan- 
gelistic Center. 

“As | studied these old docu- 
ments, my Curiosity became 
aroused, and | asked such ques- 
tions as: Could it be that this man 
who had signed the purchase 
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paper was a leader in the Chiang 
Tao Foursquare Church or even 
the pastor? | wonder if the man 
signing the document relating to 
the building of an Evangelistic 
Center was a member of the Chi- 
nese Board of Directors of the 
North China Foursquare Gospel 
Mission and quite possibly the 
secretary who assisted in regis- 
tering all Foursquare properties 
in the northern capital? ! wonder 
if they are still alive today? 

“Of course, these are ques- 
tions impossible to answer. But 
one thing is certain, they were 
real men with a real relationship 
to God and to the Foursquare 
Movement. It is true that during 
that period of time our denomi- 
nation had a very active and suc- 
cessful ministry throughout 
Northern China which touched 
hundreds of people. It is reason- 
ably certain that many of them 
are still alive today. Do | mean to 
imply that in today’s China there 
could already be existing a nu- 
cleus of Foursquare brothers and 
sisters? Why not? There could be 
real men like these mentioned in 
the papers, matured by years of

Psalm 139:23,24—‘‘Search me, O God, and 
know my heart: try me, and know my 
thoughts. And see if there be any wicked way 
in me, and lead me in the way everlasting.” 

The Psalmist makes expressions of de- 
mand, dedication, and direction to the Lord 
in these verses. In his desperation he cries out 


to God for release from the pain of self-life. © 


I would like you to consider three things in 
the Psalmist’s attitude: 


Self-Examination 

David demanded something of God. He 
asked the Lord to search his heart. He be- 
lieved that God by His omnipresence was 
aware of every evil tendency in him. In Psalm 
25:17 he says, “The troubles of my heart are 
enlarged: O bring thou me out of my dis- 
tresses.” His attitude is, “God make me con- 
scious of any hindrance to divine blessing.” 
His searching prayer continues. as he de- 
mands that the Lord try him. “Try me, and 
know my thoughts. . .” literally means, “test 
me as metals are proven in a furnace.” Hav- 
ing invited scrutiny he now says, “Lord, do 
anything with me that will make for my 
purification.” 

I Peter 1:7—“That the trial of your faith, 
being much more precious than of gold that 
perisheth, though it be tried with fire, might 
be found unto praise and honor and glory at 
the appearing of Jesus Christ.” 


Self-Renunciation 
“See if there be any wicked wayinme...” 
The Psalmist confesses the weakness of the 
self-life. David confesses what God says 
about the natural tendencies and sin nature 
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of man’s heart. He says, “I am subject to 
desolation, wickedness and despair. In my 
own strength I cannot overcome the power of 
sin in my life.” He renounces his self-will and . 
his total depravity before the Lord. 

Romans 10:9,10—‘That if thou shalt con- 
fess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt 
believe in thine heart that God hath raised 
him from the dead, thou shalt be saved. For 
with the heart man believeth unto righteous- 
ness; and with the mouth confession is made 
unto salvation.” 


Self-Dedication 

“And lead me in the way everlasting . . .” 
David recognizes that it is not in man to lead 
himself aright. 

Jeremiah 10:23—“O Lord, I know that the 
way of man is not in himself: it is not in man 
that walketh to direct his steps.” 

In his attitude, David now dedicates him- 
self to the full ability and provision of God 
Who has promised to lead him in a way that 
is eternal. David recognizes that a self-willed 
way, birthed in sin and rebellion, will lead to 
death. By confessing his faith in the Lord and 
dedicating his attitude and heart to God, he 
sees a new dimension of direction that is full 
of life everlasting. 

Isaiah 26:3—“Thou wilt keep him in perfect 
peace, whose mind is stayed on thee: because 
he trusteth in thee.” 

The Psalmist gave in to the examination of 
his heart by the Lord. He gave up by renounc- 
ing all personal claims to purify and cleanse 
himself. He gave out in self-dedication by 
asking God to set the course of his life ona. 
path that was to last forever. Ce 


Pentecostals almost doubled the national 
erage in affirming, “The Bible is the inspired 
lord of God and completely accurate and 

ue.” In a survey conducted in October, 1978, 
by National Family Opinion, Inc., the Chris- 
tian Bible Society commissioned investigation 
of Bible reading and study habits. Eighty-five 
percent of Pentecostals affirmed an infallible 
Bible. The national response was 44.6 percent 
and the Baptists, 72.2 percent. 


Five thousand American families were pre- 
selected for polling according to latest avail- 
able census data for population density, fam- 
ly size and income, and geographical 
distribution. 
The same poll quizzed concerning prefer- 
ence of versions. King James scored the high- 
st average in all denominations in the 
ountry, 34.8 percent. Pentecostals gave it the 
argest margin (59.9 percent). Next among 
Pentecostals came the Living Bible with 12.9 
percent. Surprisingly, both the New American 
tandard and Revised Standard were each 
named by only 1.6 percent of Pentecostals as 
their favorites. | would have expected both to 
command greater support.

woman” instead of “virgin” for the Hebrew 
Almah. Almah sometimes was used for a mar- 
ried woman, as “miss” is occasionally applied 
to a married woman as a professional name. 
But the prevailing meaning of Almah ts “vir- 
gin.” This goof likely cost RSV its chance of 
becoming a new Authorized Version at a time 
when it had no real competitors. 


The obstacle to subsequent translations 
supplanting KJV is largely economic, as com- 
plicated by copyright laws. All publishers can 
issue copies of KJV. Printing of other versions 
is restricted to the copyright owner and those 
to whom he grants permission. This is why 
almost all scripture choruses are based on KJV. 

But Pentecostals seem to have a mission 
field within their own rank. We need to con- 
vince the 14.5 percent who doubt the infalli- 
bility of the Bible that the Scriptures really are 
inerrant.
